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PRESIDENT’S LETTER 


In this issue of QCWA NEWS you 
will find a ballot to be marked as 
you see fit in connection a rather 
extensive series of amendments to 
the QOWA Constitution. A group of 
members have felt, for a long time 
that the Constitution needed many 
changes which would modernize some 
Sections and at the same time changing a phrse or a 
word as needed. During the past year, a restructur- 
ing committee worked long hours to incorporate all 
changes into one document. Most interest centers in 
Article III, Section 3. I mention this particularly 
because of the unusual situation, There are three 
options, i.e., Alternate A or Alternate B require a 
2/3 majority of those voting for adoption. In the 
event that neither obtain the required number, the 
present section will be retained, I want to request 
that you read the instructions carefully and that you 
then consider all aspects of the issues, and VOTE! 


Due to delays in mailing, etc., your Board of Dir- 
ectors will have met in San Diego in its 1978 Annual 
meeting before you will have a chance to see this 
message. The Board will consider changes in the By- 
Laws and attempt to set up a procedure whereby they 
may be made adaptable to whatever Constitutional a- 
mendments which may be adopted. It is planned that 
the entirely new Constitution and By-Laws be printed 
in the Winter issue of QCWA NEWS and that the terms 
of the newly adopted documents will apply to nomina- 
ting and elective processes for 1979. 


I want to thank the Restructuring Committee for a 
fine job...and the Board for its study of the member 
suggestions and the work which has been done by all 
in getting us to this point. Let us bring the bal- 
loting to a close by adoption of those changes our 
members deem desirable. 
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QOWA continues to grow. On this 4th day of September We 
find our latest member is Michael O'Hara (12,549) of the 
Niagara Frontier Chapter.

THE ONLY WAY TO CROSS, John Maxtone-Graham, 
Books, New York, 424 pages, 175 illustrations, 
graphy, index, $7.95 paperback.

The older order changeth giving way to the new. The 
dinosaurs and pterodactyls are gone. The decoherer yield- 
ed to vacuum tubes which in turn are losing out to the 
numerous solid-state devices. Even so the proud, tall 
ships with their billowing canvas were replaced by fast- 
er, more efficient steam packets, And, so far as the 
passenger trade is concerned, these giants of the recent 
past have almost completely been replaced by jet air- 
planes. 


It appears a striking coincidence that almost simul- 
taneously the last passenger ship under the American flag 
(S.S. Mariposa) was withdrawn from service and Collier 
Books published John Maxtone-Graham's The Only Way to 
Cross, but there it is. 


Mr. Maxtone-Graham has devoted 424 pages and over 175 
drawings, photographs, and maps to the telling of the 
story of the ships of the North Atlantic passenger trade 
during the era of steam. Hehascarefully chronicled the 
elegances and the economics, the frivolities and the per- 
ils, the intense national prides and the rugged campe- 
tition for individual commands of this spectacular era, 


The author makes no pretense of writing with external 
objectivity. He loves these ships Mauretania, Olympic, 
Titanic, Deutschland, Lusitania, the various Cunarder 
Queens, Imperator, Bremen, Paris, Ile de France, Norman- 
die, 


He tells in detail of the lines which sailed the vessels 
White Star, Cunard, North-German Loyd, others. His book 
outlines the mechanisms of finance that enabled the build- 
ing of them, 


The Only Way to Cross is replete with descriptions of 
accomodations, service, comforts of many of these ships, 
and of their use and misuse in two wars. All was not 
gallant men against the sea; many fine ships came to hu- 
miliating, inglorious ends. Mr. Maxtone-Graham covers 
this also. 


The Great sea disasters are reconstructed in such de- 
tail as is known, It will come as a shock to know how 
many facts of these disasters remain undetermined. For 
example, the records to this time do not----and probably 
never will--—indicate just how far away the nearest ship 
was on April 18, 1912 when the Titanic cut a mortal gash 
in her side on the undersea shelf of an iceberg, 


I unabashedly plagarize from Walter Lord's Forward: 


",,,.Queen Elizabeth, the Mauretania, a Sylvania-Class 

Cunarder, The America and The Independence lying side by 
side, just as though they were sailing tomorrow. Only 
there is no tomorrow. Every one of these fine Transat- 
lantic liners—-and nearly all others too—have vanished 
from service. They are gone as completely as the diri- 
gible, and almost as fast. If the river boats faded away 
like a genteel lady in polite decline--if the railroads 
sagged into shameless decay like a Bowery bum-~the Atlan- 
tic liner was taken fron us like a good friend hit by a 
truck; swiftly, mercilessly (sic) and leaving a sudden 
emptiness that is only beginning to be felt......Perhaps 
it's better that way. At least the ocean traveler has 
been spared the pain of slow decline. He will never feel 
the pang of the train buff who mst suffer through that 
long twilight of boarded-up stations, leaky plumbing, 
broken seats, peeling paint and lavatories awash with 
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dirty towels and crumpled cups." 


No book is ever all things to all readers andas radio- 
men, we might have hoped for a more complete recounting 
of the part that radio (or wireless) played in this dra- 
matic affair, especially in the critical hours, for ex- 
ample the nearest ship to the Titanic safely hove-to with 
its wireless closed for the night. 


It is a little regrettable that Mr. Maxtone-Graham has 
confined his attention exclusively to the ships of the 
North Atlantic thereby leaving out the fine ships that 
the Matson Co,, four generations of Lurlines and others- 
-operated in the Transpacific trade along with the Bn 
press series (Empress of India, Empress of Britain, etc) 
of the C.P.R (Canadian Pacific Railroad), beautiful ships 
every one although a bit smaller than those of the Atlan- 
tic trade. 


I doubt that I would get any better score on external 
objectivity than I gave to John Maxtone-Graham, but if 
you knew, perhaps sailed in, these giantsor even drooled 
over travel ads about them, you will probably enjoy read- 
ing and may even treasure this collected study of them.

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BALLOTING INFORMATION AND INSTRUCTION 
IN CONNECTION WITH PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE QCWA CONSTITUTION 


Following extensive review by the QCWA Restructuring Committee and discussion by the Board of Directors, a number of 
modifications in the QCWA Constitution and By-Laws were presented in the spring issue of QCWA NEWS. Comments were 
invited with a stipulation that such comments must be received by June 15, 1978, to be considered. Many members did 
comment, some at length, others briefly...their comments have been reviewed by the Board. It was found that no 
substantive changes in the proposed Constitutional Amendments were received. The document, as originally presented in 
Vol. 27, No. 1, of QCWA NEWS, pp 15, 16 & 17 is now being submitted to ballot. Amendments to the By-Laws will be 
finalized following balloting by members on the Constitutional amendments presented herein. 


Please note that ARTICLE III, Section 3, presents a choice of two proposals with respect to the number of Directors 
specified. Vote for your choise of these two proposed amendments. 


Wherever an amendment has been proposed, the new wording is indicated by Italic type. If any Section subject to 
ballot fails to receive the required majority of 2/3 of the votes cast, the corresponding Section in the existing 
Constitution shall remain in effect, unchanged. 


To cast your vote, place an 'X' in the box opposite the appropriate Section number. With exception of ARTICLE III, 
Section 3, a (Yes) vote signifies your approval of the Italicized amendment. A (No) vote signifies your desire that 
the present wording of the Constitution remain unchanged. When you have completed your vote, cut the ballots from the 
pages of the NEWS and mail to:

If you wish to maintain secrecy, place the ballot inside a blank envelope and enclose that in a mailing envelope 
marking the outside of the mailing envelope with the word BALLOT. Make certain your name and call appear at the upper 
left-hand corner of the mailing envelope. Include your membership number, if possible. Each envelope will be valida- 
ted for voters eligibility and then held, unopened, for the Tellers Committee. DO NOT include other material in the 
mailing envelope. 


Membership vote on Constitutional amendments must be completed before amendments to the By-Laws can be finalized. 
A number of constructive suggestions were received with respect to the By-Laws. They will be considered when the 
Board convenes at its Annual meeting at San Diego. The Board is expected to adopt amendments to the By-Laws that 
will be consistent with the Amended Constitution. Both documents are planned to be published in the Winter issue 
of QCWA NEWS. If this schedule is met, it should be possible for any newly adopted amendments to be applicable to 
the 1979 nominations and elections of Officers and Directors.

ARTICLE I 
NAME AND PURPOSES OF THE ASSOCIATION 


This Association shall be known as the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 


The purposes of the Association shall be: 

(a) To promote friendship and cooperation among Amateur Radio (wireless) operators 
who were Licensed as such at Least a quarter of a century ago. 

(b) To operate exclusively for charitable, educational and scientific purposes 
entitling the Association to exemption under the provisions of Section 501 
(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, and more specifically 
to promote interest in Amateur Radio communications and the advancement of the 
electronic art, making use of the reservoir of knowkedge and experience repre- 
sented within the membership of QCWA for the benefit of all Radio Amateurs and 
the furtherance of the public welfare through Amateur Radio communications; to 
provide a scholarship fund for worthy students who are Radio Amateurs. 

(c) In the furtherance of its corporate purposes, the Association shall have all 
general powers enumerated in Section 202 N-PCL, together with the power to 
solicit grants and contributions for corporate purposes. 

(d) Nothing herein shall authorize this Association, directly or indirectly, to 
engage in or include among its purposes, any of the activities mentioned in 
Not-for-profit Corporation Law, Section 404 (b)-(p) of Executive Law, 

Section 757. 

(e) No part of the income of the Association shall inure to the benefit of any 
member, director or officer of the Association or any private individual 
(except that reasonable compensation may be paid for services rendered to or 
for the Association affecting one or more of its purposes), and no member, 
director or officer of the Association or any private individual shall be 
entitled to share in the distribution of any of the Association's assets on 
dissolution of the Association. 

(f) No part of the activities of the Association shall include participating in or 


intervening in (including the publication or distribution of statements fo%) any 


political campaign on behalf of any candidate for public office or engaging in 


any substantial way, directly on indinectly, in cariying on propaganda or other- 


wise attempting to ingQuence Legistation. 

(g) In the event of dissolution, all.of the remining assets and property of the 
Association shall, after necessary expenses thereof, be distributed to such 
organizations as shall qualify under Section 501 (c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as amended, subject to an order of a Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the State of New York. 

(h) The Association shall distribute its income for each taxable year at such time 


and in such manner as not to subject it to tax under Section 4942 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, and the Association shall not (a) engage in any 


act of self-dealing as defined in Section 4941 (d) of the Code; (b) retain any

MISTER, WHAT IS YOUR PROBLEM? 
Weather-message transmission times, Sir 


Everyone has heard about the other person being in the 
right place at the right time. Few of us have had the 
Joy of being that person. But, I did once during World 
War II in Manila! I hope some of the involved people 
whose names I have forgotten or never knew read this 
someday and respond. I would be overjoyed to share the 
incident with them, For now, let me recite the circum- 
stances, 


I was a first lieutenant in the Army Air Corps acting 
as the weather liaison officer between army and Navy 
weather personnel. My outfit (68th AACS Group) provided 
the airways communications links, consequently my job was 
a responsible one. It was more than I realized as the 
Allied invasion of the near Islands was being planned, 
unknown to me, 


One morning a friend of mine, an army captain in charge 
of our detail, waved me into a jeep and took me to Manila 
to Navy headquarters. Why? He was not sure but it had 
something to do with weather transmissions. 


When we arrived, we found ourselves among thirty (I 
counted them) Navy commanders. We numbered only two and 
ranked well below the lowest naval rating present! Fur- 
thermore, the meeting was presidedover by five Navy Cap- 
tains, one of whom was familiar to us. 


VOTE - TODAY! 
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The theme of this meeting of naval personnel ( I was 
not sure why we army people were there) was that Navy 
weather messages between Manila and Guam were taking up 
to eight hours. How could they reduce this time? Much 
debate went on. During it I must have squirmed in my 
chair because the ranking captain would have cut me down, 
I am sure, except for inter-service courtesy. He asked 
in disdain, "Mister, what is your problen?"' I answered 
I thought the length of transmission time discussed was 
excessive, This was a real slap in his face. He asked 
me with less than a courteous look on his face if I 
thought Army could do any better. Being brash, young 
and out-of-my-head at the time, I replied, "Yes, Sir. I 
think we can do it in about one hour!" This after being 
told the Navy's finest was having trouble doing it in 
less than 8 hours was indeed a blast of coldwater in the 


room, I can still remember the silence I received from 
that comment! My army friend hardly breathed! And on 
that note the meeting was dismissed. 

* As soon as I got back to my office (weather central 


where AACS messages, including weather, were transmitted) 
I contacted all operators on the circuit and gave them 
the word to expedite all weather. For twenty-four hours 
we kept a log of the times it took to transmit the weath- 
er to our station in Guam. Once or twice we took as long 
as 20 minutes so I threw out the logs, We could do much 
better. Eight hours, indeed! 


The next set of logs for 48 hours showed a maximm of 
five minutes. So, I took it to the captain who had put 
me down at the Manila meeting. He was in command of the 
naval portion of the weather central. When he looked at 
the logs, I thought he was going to kiss me! He was ec- 
static. In fact, when he was later relieved of command 
he introduced me to his successor as his right hand man 
and said to him he should do anything I wanted. I did 
bask in that glory short as it was. I had been in the 
right place (Manila Navy headquarters) at the right time 
(Navy brass summit meeting) for once in my life! 


However, what I never revealed to then or to many be- 
fore now was that we had a duplex (not simplex) radio~ 
teletype circuit between Manila and Guam. In the Navy 
meeting I figured we should have been able to transmit 
and receive acknowledgement of those weather messages 
that took them eight hours (by hand key, mind you) in no 
less than 2 minutes. So, I added a fudge factor and said 
60 minutes! And, we did it in about five!

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
Amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in most cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 
for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $35, 20 and 15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member-~ 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member, The numbers are never re-issued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members, In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made.
